apua New Guinea is the eastern part of the 
P island of New Guinea. It has a population of 
just over seven million people. The capital is Port 
Moresby. The country became independent from 
Australia in 1975. There are about 800 languages 
in Papua New Guinea. That’s more languages 
than in any other country in the world. 


Papua New Guinea is a land of mountains and 
rainforests. Most communities are isolated and 








have little contact with each other or with the 
outside world. It’s for this reason that so many 
different languages have developed. 


The official languages of Papua New Guinea are 
Tok Pisin, English and Hiri Motu. 


Although English is an official language, it 
is only spoken as a first language by a small 
percentage of the population. 


Tok Pisin is spoken by most people. It is an 
English-based creole. The word ‘tok’ comes 
from the English word ‘talk’ and means word 
or speech. ‘Pisin’ means pidgin. A pidgin 
language is one which is a mixture of two ` 
other languages, whereas a creole is a pidgin 
language that has become the mother tongue 
of a community. Tok Pisin started as a pidgin 
language and became a creole language. 


Although the majority of Tok Pisin vocabulary 
comes from English, it also includes words 
from German, Portuguese, Latin and a number 
of other languages, such as Tolai and Malay. 


Tok Pisin is sometimes used in the first three 
years of primary school in Papua New Guinea, 
while English is used in secondary education.

The Nile 


The Nile is the longest river in the world. It 
flows from south to north and it has one source 
at Lake Victoria, in Uganda (the White Nile), 
and another at Lake Tana, in Ethiopia (the Blue 
Nile). In total it is 6,670 kilometres long. 


The ancient Egyptians called the river Ar or 
Aur, meaning ‘black’, because of the black 
sediment left behind after the frequent river 
floods. The ancient Greeks called the river 
Kem, which also means ‘black’. The name Nile 
comes from another Greek word, neilos, which 
means ‘river valley’. 


The area that the Nile covers is so vast that 
it has several different climate areas. In the 
north, in Egypt and Sudan, there is very little 
rain. Further south, in and around Ethiopia, 
rainfall is heavy, so this keeps the river 


flowing, eventually creating the very fertile soil 
in Egypt and north Sudan. There are dams, 
such as the one at Aswan, which have been 
built across the river to prevent flooding in 
populated areas along the banks of the Nile. 


The Nile delta, in northern Egypt, is where 
the river spreads out and flows into the 
Mediterranean Sea. From north to south, the 
delta is about 160 kilometres long. From west 
to east, it covers about 240 kilometres of 
coastline. It begins just down river from Cairo. 


The Mediterranean Sea doesn't have a strong 
tide, but it is enough to bring salt water into 
the Nile’s estuaries to mix with the river’s fresh 
water. In the marshes and lagoons there are 
salt water crocodiles, the biggest living reptiles 
in the world.

Life in Trinidad 

The house we lived in was a small wooden building 

on stilts with dazzling whitewashed walls. There were 
windows and doors at the front and the back. We had two 
bedrooms which were the scene of many pillow fights 

5 and trampolining sessions, a small washroom with a sink 
and cold tap, an airy kitchen with a large glassless louvred 
window where we also ate all our meals, and finally a 
sitting room where no one was allowed except on special 
occasions or when we had visitors.

A tall bushy 
tree stood in the yard, reaching up to the kitchen window, 
and whenever one of us had a bad cold, Marmie would 
pick some of the leaves, boil them and give us the vile- 

30 tasting liquid to drink. It always made us better — | guess 
the thought of a second dose was enough to do the trick! 
Also in the backyard was a galvanised shower unit where
